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Court Watching: 
Parents bound over 


for trial on involuntary 
manslaughter charges

Angelina Mae Perry, 39, and Ray Thomas 
Hunt, 34, the parents of Oliver, an 11- 
month old child who drowned in a Sumpter 
Township swimming pool on Aug. 20, 
have been bound over for trial on charges 
of homicide - involuntary manslaughter. 

Four witnesses who were in the house 
the morning of the drowning testified in 
the preliminary examination held Jan. 30 
before 34™ District Court Judge David 
Parrott. 

Judge Parrott said there was nothing to 
indicate that this is anything other than 
the most tragic of accidents, but he found 
there was sufficient probable cause that 
could indicate failure to exercise a legal 
responsibility to supervise a child. 

Judge Parrott went over the testimony that 
reported that Oliver was able to stand while 
holding onto something and crawl and had 
been seen crawling up steps, there was a 
pool with a gate lock that had been broken 
all summer, a sliding family room door is 
left open on occasion for four dogs to go 
out and in, drinking of alcohol by about 
20 people on the deck during continuation 
of a wake until early in the morning, food 
also being consumed, the reports that Perry 
had a habit of drinking to intoxication 
every time she visited, and testimony of 
the parents sleeping late into the morning 
although the baby was heard crying. 

He said testimony showed everyone knew 
there was a pool. Oliver was sleeping in 
the playpen that had one side inexplicably 
collapsed and folded down into a V on the 
morning of the drowning. 

Judge Parrott asked, after studying a 
drawing of the layout of the house and the 
distance to the often open back door and

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Monday fire destroys 
apartment at Parkwood 
Manor in VB Twp.

One apartment had major damage and the 
two adjacent apartments had minor damage 
at9041 Parkwood Drive in Parkwood Manor 
after a fire erupted Monday evening. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief Dan 
Besson said eight apartments were 
uninhabitable due to the utilities being shut 
off. 

Chief Besson said the staircase in the 
original apartment was heavily damaged 
and unsafe, so fire fighters breached the 
walls of the adjacent apartments in order to 
attack the fire that had spread to the second 
floor and roof. 

He said his department of paid-per-call 
fire fighters had a great response to the 
initial call because they were conducting an 
ice rescue training refresher as part of their 
monthly training sessions so they didn’t 
have to wait for too many fire fighters to 
respond from their homes. 

All the families that were put out of their 
homes were referred by Public Safety 
Chaplains to the American Red Cross for 
housing and help. 

Chief Besson said there were no injuries 
reported and the Michigan State Police and 
VB Fire Investigators were on the scene 
Tuesday morning seeking to determine the 
cause of the fire. 

Patrice Blount, who was interviewed on 
Channel 7 News, said the apartment that 
was destroyed was her home. She arrived 
home after fire fighters were on the scene, 
she said. 

The temperature was 22 degrees when fire 
crews arrived to begin putting out the fire. 
Firefighters cleared the scene at 11:29 p.m. 

Crowds of residents from the Parkwood 
apartment complex stood around in groups 
watching the fire-fighting efforts. 

Belleville Fire Department was called for 
mutual aid for manpower and arrived with 
14 of the 16 members in its department. 
Romulus Fire Department furnished an 
aerial ladder truck, since the VBT Ladder 2 
truck was out for repair. 

Batallion Chief Ron Folks was Incident 
Commander and VBT equipment on the 
scene were: Engines 1,2,3 and 4, Rescue 
1, Utility 1 and 2, Tac-1, and Chief 1.

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VBT DDA says it’s just following the law in capturing zoo millage

“When asked, our response is simply: 
We are just following the law,” said Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority member James Richter in 
response to a Jan. 21 Channel 4 TV news 
report called, “Where’d the money go?” 

The report showed a map of communities 
that are “keeping a piece” of the voted 
zoo millage and pinpointed Van Buren 
Township in the middle of the map of 
“offending” communities. 

The report was followed by a Detroit 
News editorial on Jan. 22 titled “Taxation 
by Misrepresentation” which said all the 
communities in Oakland and Macomb 
counties have returned all tax dollars to the 
ZOO. 

Referring to the Wayne County 
communities who are capturing the zoo 
millage for their DDAs, The News editorial 
said: “This is a violation of the public trust. 
When voters approve a tax for a specific 
purpose, their tax dollars should be used 
for that purpose.” 

At the Jan. 22 afternoon meeting of the 
VBT DDA, Pastor Richter continued his 
statement. 

“The very wrong thing to say is, “We need 
the money,” he said. “This is the law that 
is on the books. If Lansing wants to change 
the law, change the law. What we are doing 
is following the law. That’s it.” 

The discussion on the zoo millage began 
with the report of DDA Executive Director 
Susan Ireland who said she will continue to 
monitor the situation between the Wayne 
County Treasurer and the Township 
Treasurer regarding capturing the zoo 
millage and, now, also the Detroit Institute 
of Arts millage. 

According to Ireland, as of Jan. 11 several 
communities have taken this zoo millage 
issue before their boards or commissions 
asking for a resolution of support to 
continue capturing the millage. 

Although never publicly taken to the VBT 
Board of Trustees for support, Ireland lists: 
Van Buren, Belleville, Dearborn, Dearborn 
Heights, Wyandotte, Romulus, Plymouth 
Township, Flat Rock, Huron Township, 
and Taylor. Northville was planning to 
present it to its board soon. 

Ireland pointed out there is a provision 
in the law that allows them to say “can we 
talk about this?” and that was not done. 

“We are following and complying with 
the law,” Ireland said. “The DIA millage 
is also included. Within the next week the 
DDA is expecting Moynihan PC to file for 
a declaratory judgment for the group of 
communities” listed. 

“Tf it’s ruled against us, we’ll deal with 
that,” Richter said. “Otherwise, if the judge 
upholds it, then we are doing everything in 


accordance with the law.” 

Diane Madigan asked for clarification on 
Ireland’s statement that the DIA funds were 
going to be included in the tax capture. 

Ireland said the County Treasurer has 
sent a letter to all the treasurers in Wayne 
County that includes reference to the DIA 
as well as the zoo. The DIA millage will be 
included in the legal action, Ireland said. 

In other business at the Jan. 22 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Heard a report on the Ecorse Road 
project by Matt Stacey from Wade Trim 
engineers. He said the eastbound lanes 
are completely paved and the water main 
is 95% completed, needing just a small 
stretch across Belleville Road that needs 
to wait until they shift traffic. The sanitary 
sewer is about 60% complete and the 
Service Drive will go in after the sewer 
is complete. The county has concerns 
about maintaining traffic west of Sheldon 
along Ecorse Road, wanting extra detours 
through the subdivision up Van Born. Work 
is scheduled to restart in March; 

e Heard a report on the claim filed by 
the DDA on dead trees at Fifth Third Bank. 
A response was received from the DuPont 
Imprelis Claim Resolution Process. The 
DDA does not apply herbicide and does 
not have any documentation demonstrating 
application, therefore DuPont is closing 
the claim. The six trees in front of the 
bank that the DDA planted were sprayed 
by the bank’s landscaper and they have 
documentation. The problem now is there 
has been some management changes at 
Fifth Third Bank and additional follow- 
up is needed. The trees are planted on the 
Wayne County right of way. Ireland said 
she would like assurance that the bank will 
replace their trees with the settlement it 
received; 

e Heard Ireland report that there are 
between 18 and 24 trees that need replacing 
in the streetscape and she will bring a tree 
replacement request to the DDA board in 
the spring. She would also like to “spruce 
up” the streetscape and take down all 
the mounded-up mulch around the trees. 
She also reported that the Emergency 
Sirens item will remain in abeyance until 
information is received from the Public 
Safety Department. Also, she said, the 
Quirk Park scoreboard has yet to be ordered 
and will remain on hold pending a request 
from the VBT Recreation Department; 

e Heard DDA member Carol Bird ask 
about whose job it is to plow the snow 
on the sidewalks. Ireland replied that 
technically it is not the DDA’s job, but 
there have been times when the township 
has done it. Generally, the businesses take 
care of their own, she said. Ireland did not 
know if the township has the equipment to 
do snow removal and Bird said she didn’t 


know how you can offer the people a 
sidewalk and not shovel it. Apparently, the 
police have told people they cannot walk 
in the road and DDA member Ron Blank 
asked the township to write an ordinance 
that requires businesses to keep their 
sidewalks maintained. The sidewalks are 
in the Wayne County right of way; 

e Learned with the pullout of Menard’s, 
the DDA project list now includes obtaining 
easements for sidewalks from two property 
owners on the North Service Drive from 
Quirk Road east for about 1,550 feet. Also, 
the DDA continues to work on acquiring 
the rights of way on two parcels on the east 
side of Belleville Road, from Tyler Road 
north to 8701 Belleville Road. Wayne 
County is reviewing the appraisals; 

e Heard Ireland say she heard a lot of 
nice comments about the holiday lights on 


the trees at the north side of the Belleville 
Bridge. Unfortunately, Santa came up 
missing and the disappearance was reported 
to the police departments; 

e Was informed about 17 spots along the 
curb on Belleville Road need repair and 
this is expected to be finished in 2013, 
hopefully, with the sidewalks; and 

e Formed an ad hoc committee to do a 
performance review of Executive Director 
Ireland. Members are Mark Laginess, 
Carol Bird, and Joe Baskin. 

The DDA meeting had a bare quorum to 
meet. Present were Chairman Jere Dolph, 
Joe Baskin, Carol Bird, Ron Blank, Ed 
Miller, Jim Richter, Director Ireland and the 
new recording secretary Karin LaMothe. 
Absent and excused were Kurt Atchinson, 
Sophie Zoller, Robert Bechtel, Mark 
Laginess and Supervisor Linda Combs. 


VBT board decides work-study 
sessions may remain on Mondays

After a lengthy discussion on whether to 
switch work-study meetings to Thursdays 
instead of the traditional Mondays, the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustee was 
leaning toward keeping the work-study 
meetings on Mondays, after all. 

The board held a special work-study 
session at 4 p.m. Thursday, Jan. 31, to 
discuss the matter, as well as to consider 
items that were on the upcoming Feb. 6 
agenda. 

The board not only met on a different 
day, but also in a different room, the 
Denton Room, where they sat around a 
table in a more congenial atmosphere for 
discussions. Township attorney Patrick 
McCauley was present at the table and 
indicated to the Independent that he has 
been asked to attend all township board 
meetings for the present. 

The idea of having more time between 
the work-study meeting and the regular 
meeting to discuss items further and to get 
more information was suggested by Clerk 
Leon Wright several years ago. 

He told the board on Jan. 31 that the usual 
work-study session was “a dress-rehearsal” 
for the regular meeting. 

“This is actually a true, dedicated work- 
study,” he said of his idea of a work-study, 
noting, “It will give you the opportunity to 
really discuss items before voting.” 

At the beginning, it was proposed that the 
work-study session be held 13 days before 
the regular meeting to give extra time for 
consideration. Items on the work-study 
agenda would not necessarily be on the 


next regular agenda. 

“Seems a little confusing right now,” said 
Deputy Clerk Kathy Cline, who would 
have to prepare two packets of information 
instead of the one meeting packet as she 
did in the past, “but it will work out.” 

One suggestion was having a meeting 
every Tuesday, with those that weren’t 
regular meetings being work-study 
sessions. 

Downtown Development Authority 
Executive Director Susan Ireland, who 
was in the audience, pointed out that the 
DDA met on a Tuesday, as did the Local 
Development Finance Authority (LDFA), 
and the Water/Sewer Commission. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr wanted to go through 
the changes to the meeting policy that had 
been prepared and presented. 

But, the board agreed the attorney who 
had been waiting for almost an hour for the 
executive session, had waited long enough 
since he is paid by the hour. 

They voted to go into executive session to 
discuss strategy for pending Wayne County 
Circuit Court case #12-009286-AW, which 
is Louis Kovach vs. Terry Carroll, Tom 
MacDonald Linda Stevenson and The 
Charter Township of Van Buren. 

The lawsuit concerns the township denial 
of lot splits for the former Coykendall 
Greenhouse property at the corner of Riggs 
and Bemis roads and is expected to be 
settled out of court. 

The closed-door session lasted 1 hour 
and 23 minutes and then the board went 
back into open meeting for another hour to 
continue discussion the meeting policy.

Van Buren Twp. 
celebrates 

its fire fighters 


Tuesday’s regular meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees was about 
a half hour long and most of it was spent 
celebrating members of the fire department 
— a happy event. 

At this meeting Fire Chief Dan Besson 
introduced four new probationary fire 
fighters, gave service awards for four fire 
fighters who responded during 2012 to from 
75 to 78 calls, announced six promotions 
to the rank of lieutenant, and presented the 
first-annual William G. Gage Memorial 
Award for Fire Service Excellence. 

Lt. Bruce VanGemert received the plaque 
that features fire helmet #11, which was worn 
by the late Bill Gage. Chief Besson said the 
#11 has been retired in the department. Gage, 
a beloved fire fighter, died in January 2011 
and his family was at Tuesday’s meeting 
with tears and hugs all around. 

But, the folks at home didn’t get to see 
all these young men with their new helmets, 
new badges, and memorial plaque on the 
local cable channel. 

The video director was ill on Tuesday so 
the meeting wasn’t cablecast as it usually 
is so all the awards were just in front of 
the township board, family members, four 
reporters, and a handful of citizens. For 
the first time in years there was no public 
comment. 

That was one of the best VBT meetings 
in a long time, due to Besson who likes to 
show his fire fighters how valued they are -- 
and the township board which agrees.

On Wednesday, Jan. 30, at about 10:30 
a.m., my son Bill’s coworker reported 
he was out road-testing a car and saw 
Charlie LeDuff of Channel 2 News with 
a microphone and lights interviewing 
someone at the gas station at the corner of 
the South I-94 Service Drive and Belleville 
Road. 

The question is: What story was he 
working on? My guess is: The zoo millage. 
(I could be wrong. Time will tell.) 

All the communities in Macomb and 
Oakland counties are collecting the zoo 
millage, that was approved by their 
voters, and sending it on to the zoo. In 
Wayne County, some communities are 
collecting the zoo millage and keeping it. 
That includes Van Buren Township and 
Belleville. Sumpter Township doesn’t 
have a Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) or Local Development Finance 
Authority (LDFA), so it isn’t capturing the 
tax for itself, but just sending it on to the 
ZOO. 

Belleville and VBT have joined about a 
dozen other Wayne County communities 
in a consortium to defend in court their 
captures of the zoo millage (and the new 
Detroit Institute of Arts millage) which it 
believes is what the law says it should do. 

At the Jan. 21 meeting of the Belleville 
City Council there was a photographer 
there, who didn’t say anything to anyone, 
but snapped thousands of pictures of the 
council and everyone else in the room. He 
wouldn’t talk to me, but I was told he was 
from The Detroit News and he was probably 
gathering photos for a zoo millage story. 


We haven’t seen that story yet, either. 
kkk 
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I requested the paperwork on Sumpter 
Township Fire Chief Les Powell’s sudden 
retirement on Sept. 10, using a Freedom of 
Information Act request. 

The retirement agreement Les signed 
includes the information that he will serve 
as a consultant to the Township Board for 
a period of up to one year following his 
retirement at a pay of $1,000 per month 
(total of $12,000). 

The consulting services are limited to 
matters pertaining to the Sumpter Fire 
Department and the services are rendered at 
the request of only the township Supervisor 
and directed only by the Supervisor. 

It also said that Les shall be permitted 
to retain his cell phone and phone number, 
with the township paying for all local 
charges during the consulting period. 

He also agrees not to sue or appeal his 
retirement in any way. 

The agreement states that Les has to 
clear with the Supervisor all press releases 
and public statements of any kind about 
the Sumpter Fire Department during his 
consulting period, which ends Sept. 9. 

Guess that’s why Les isn’t telling me 
anything. Maybe next September.

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that have opened and closed in Main Street

Township: My husband and I are retiring. We 
own 2 homes. The one we live in is too big for 
us now and we refinanced it for improvements 
about 5 years ago and owe more than it’s worth 
now. 

We would like to downsize and move to the 
small home we own outright. Since our income 
will be much less soon, due to our retiring, 
will our bank allow us to do a short sale on the 
home we live in, even though we have a second 
home? 

Answer: Marian, I don’t see why not. 
The banks have done short sales for 
second homes that were not the principal home. 
The approval of a short sale is primarily based 
on the financial hardship of the owner/seller 
not having the monthly income to afford the 
mortgage payment, including other required 
debt obligations. 

Also the third-party bank must agree to 
the price your home is sold for. Since you are 
retiring, thus having less income to pay your 
mortgage and other debts, and you want to move 
to lessen your financial burden, I would suggest 
youconsiderashort sale and because yourcurrent 
home is your principal residence, most likely 
you will be released from the unpaid 
deficiency. 

Also the law for banks releasing deficiency 
may be expiring at the end of this year.

the deck and pool, “How does a child get 
all that way? That is a good question ... 
Such a feat would take some time and, 
perhaps, be noticed. 

Judge Parrott said, according to testimony, 
when visiting the house the parents brought 
food and clothing for their children, a 
folding playpen for Oliver, and a stroller, 
so they tended to their children’s needs. 

“It primarily is a failure to supervise 


. with no foreseeability of harm ... an 
omission to perform their legal duty,” he 
reasoned. 

“This is a tough case, a very close call,” 
Judge Parrott said. “My heart goes out to 
the defendants, but unfortunately for the 
defendants there is sufficient probable 
cause for the involuntary manslaughter 
charge.” 

He bound the couple over on the charges. 
They will be arraigned on the evidence at 
9 a.m. Feb. 13 at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit.

Van Buren Township Police shoplifting 
| charge which occurred 
at Meijer, where Oliver 
was with them and 
they put items into his 
stroller to take from the 
store. 

They both pleaded 
` guilty to that shoplifting 
and were sentenced to 
30 days in jail. They are 
now serving their sentences which will be 
complete on Feb. 11 if they remain in good 
standing at the jail. 

Hunt will be eligible for release at that 
time, but Perry pleaded not guilty to a 
second shop lifting charge that occurred 
after the first incident, so she would have 
to post bond on that charge after Feb. 11 
to be released while that case progresses in 
the courts. 

Sumpter Township Detective John Toth 
said involuntary manslaughter carries a 
penalty of up to 15 years in prison. 

Sumpter Township Police were called 
to 45949 Bontekoe Drive at about 11 a.m. 
Aug. 20 for a baby who had drowned in a 
home’s pool. 

Testimony stated that the boy’s father 
Ray Hunt said he found Oliver in the pool 
at about 10:30 a.m. and the child was not 
breathing. He said he tried CPR. Then, he 
placed the child on the deck and ran to 
get Ricky Cadieux, the 17-year-old son of 
Angelina Perry, the baby’s mother. 

Hunt then woke Shere Cadieux, Ricky’s 
grandmother whose home they all were in, 
and Shere called 911 while running to her 
deck where the baby was. 

Ricky testified he did CPR to the best 
of his ability and then carried the baby 
to give to the police officer who quickly 
arrived. Sumpter Officer Jerry Cox put the 
baby on the pool table and administered 
CPR and then the baby was transported to 
the hospital by Huron Valley Ambulance. 
He was pronounced dead at University of 
Michigan Hospital. 

Ricky Cadieux described Oliver as “a 
very smart guy” and “the light of Ray’s 
life.” Another witness said Oliver laughed 
a lot and was a happy child. 

Both parents, dressed in jail clothing, 
shed tears during the testimony. 

Testimony came from Shere Cadieux; 
Ricky Cadieux; Samantha Young, Ricky’s 
17-year-old girlfriend who stayed with him; 
and Gary Hawthorne, Shere’s boyfriend 
who left for work around 5 a.m. the day of 
the drowning. 

Also in the house were Perry and Hunt’s 
other two children, ages 5 and 4. The couple 
and their three children slept in the living 
room, with Perry on the couch, Hunt on the 
floor next to her and the two children on the 
floor or couch, with Oliver in the playpen. 
Shere Cadieux said they stayed at her place 
from 10 to 20 nights that summer.
